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.... is located on Tanamakoon Lake, in the south-west corner of 
Algonquin Park, 1 ,600 feet above sea level, and surrounded by a 
network of lakes. The natural beauties of Canada are to be found 
here in abundance, and the camper quickly learns to know and love 
the birds, trees, flowers and animals of her own country. Here, 
too, she can learn how to develop the healthy body, alert mind, 
and loyal spirit of co-operation which our Canadian democracy 
needs today. 

The Activities have been carefully chosen for their educational 
values. Water sports, including swimming, diving, life-saving, canoe- 
ing, and sailing occupy first place. Every precaution is taken for 






safety in their execution, and excellent instruction is provided. Out- 
standing work is done in nature lore, woodcraft and camp craft. 
Canoe trips, unique for the infinite care taken in their planning and 

for the picturesque country they cover, are arranged to include

every camper. Other activities, which are offered every day, in- 
clude riding, archery, tennis, dramatics in the open air theatre 
built by the campers themselves, story-telling, music, sketching, and 
arts and crafts. 

The Daily Programme is very flexible, and is planned to take 
cognizance of the campers' preferences, and to permit picnics, ex- 
cursions and projects of all kinds. We wish to make the most of 
the special opportunities offered by the location of the camp and 
its ideal environment, and we try not to repeat city activities. 

Every opportunity is given the campers to discuss the ideas and 
feelings which seem most vital to them. The flag-raising ceremony 
each morning is an occasion for both counselors and campers to 
give expression to their own thoughts and ideals. 

Sundays are memorable for the chapel services which are taken 
by different members of the staff. Music and story-telling bring the 
day to a close. 

The Staff is under the direction of Mary G. Hamilton, for many 
years head of the Margaret Eaton School. Miss Hamilton's wide 
experience in camping, her knowledge of girls, and the confidence 
she inspires, eminently fit her for this responsibility. The counselors 
are chosen for their qualities of character and leadership, in addi- 
tion to being especially trained for their particular activity. The 
average is one counselor to every four campers. 



The Buildings have been constructed to be in keeping with their 
surroundings. The main Lodge consists of two large recreation 






rooms and a library. The dining room, kitchen, store-rooms, etc., 
are all housed in one spacious building. The screened sleeping- 
cabins, located along the lake front, are comfortably furnished and 
weatherproof. There are, in addition, a theatre, an infirmary, a 
craft-shop, offices and work-shops. 




The Health and Diet of the camper are, of course, of first im- 
portance. There is an infirmary in the camp and the staff includes 
two graduate nurses. There will be a doctor In attendance who has 
for the past year been associated with the Sick Children's Hospital 
in Toronto. Every counselor feels that it is her particular respon- 
sibility to be on the alert, and to report the slightest sign of indis- 
position in any camper. Good posture habits are stressed, and 
have become a matter of pride to the counselors and campers. 

The meals are planned by a dietitian, and include quantities of 
fresh vegetables, fruit and pasteurized milk, shipped in regularly. 
An up-to-date refrigeration plant keeps everything fresh. The drink- 
ing water is analyzed regularly and the system of sanitation is 
highly endorsed by the Provincial Department of Health.
